ROUND THE WORLD WITHOUT A 
CENT. 
BINGULAE BET BY A ‘VANISH JOURNALIST. 

At is nearly five months since the Pall 
Mall Gazette published an interview with 
Danish journelist, who intended to travel 
tound the world © ‘thout a cent in his 
pooket. The young man who eset ont on 
this novel trip arrived in Hongkong on 
Thoredéy' morning from America, and he 
hopes ta’bo fable complete tho circuit of the 
globe before the end of April. 7 

Although a thorough Dane, he possesses 
the Swedish name of Swen Wirdn, His 
family conneotions-are good ; he is a graduate 
of the University of Copenhagen; he 
is an accomplished linguist, speaking 
with varying degrees of fiuency ‘seven 
modern languages in addition to. Latin ; 
and for some time he haa been on the staff 
of the leading Deniah paper, the Dannebrog. 
His journey is the outcoms of a bet, 
coupled, no doubt, with a desira to ao: 
complish some feat that would give him 
fami or notoriety. In the course of au iné 
terview with a representative of the China 
MaikMr Wiréa gave details ‘of his trip, and 
bow he entered: upon it, ‘ 

He wes at dinner with some. friende in 
Copenhagenon the nightof September ?, 1892, 
when there was 2 talk of feats of endurance 
end daring; and youog Wirdn—he is a mere 
stripling who has seen bub twenty eammers 
—ssid it wes possible To go round 
the world withont o single kroner 
in his pocket, The -iden was scoffed 
at. Mr Wirén backed his idea by offering 
to bet a sum equal to $7500 gold that be 
would perform the feat, and on its being closed 


who aupplemented: the bat wit 
time-that Mr Wirén's lotters 
was drawn up, ond deposited alan, 
tho ontire eum of $30,000 with tho %.

some Danish friends who kept. him for 
fourteen days, during which time. -he 
was vitited by. a. lady... intereiewer 
from. the Pall -Mall--.Gazetie, who 
aniused him by disregarding: hid knowledge 
of English. and persisting in. sarrying on 
the conversation in German. ” After, this in- 
'terview, he received invitations ftom tho 
theatres, end otherwise had an. enjoyable 
time of it in ‘ the little village,’'ao much so 


that he was inclined to forget the object of 


bis journey, Mr Wirén does not appear to 
be picking. up’ mosh information regarding 
the ‘places he visite, His ideas of English 
Tifa are exceodingly ornde, aid he places 
far too mush importance upon the richness 
af the English language in ‘wear words.’ 
Of course, his ideas haya beén ‘moulded toa 
cortain-extent by’ the orthodox presentation 
of Englishmen in- Continental dramas, ‘a 
blemieh to which-Dean Hols makes sppro- 
priate reference ia his readablo Memoirs, 

From London to Liverpool ha was given 
free traosportation’. by the: London and 
North-Westero Railway, His éxperitnce of 
a Scandinavian Botel in Liverpool wae far 
from pleasant, aud’he was abxious ta get 
forward to America, Owing to the cholera 
acara, he found it. dificult to obtain a pas- 
sage: dirost to New York. Through the 
kind offices of the Danish Consul, be was 
shipped--as ordintry seaman, on board the 
Dantsh ‘ship ‘Jorgensen, which: sailed for 
Wilmington, North Carclina, on-Ootober 11. 
Till the Jorgensen arrived at Wilmington on 
December 3, he had & bard :exporicncs. 
From a life of comparative easa‘and rofine- 
ment, one does not readily adapt oneself ta 
the dangerous work, coarse fare and rough 
aurroundings of a common sailor, By the 
time he arrived at Wilmington, hia hands 
were badly out and bleeding and his back 
blistered by tho sun, He was glad to gat 
ashore to present bis letters of introduction 
to Danish merchants, who treated him 
kiodly, and forwarded him by the steamer 
Parenee to Now York, whore he landed on 
December 13. 

He was again well recived in Now York 
by the Danish Consul and other Danes 
during his four days’ stay in that city, but 
on the last two nights, not having received 
invitations from avy of his friends to sleep 
at their houses, ho was compelled to put up 
with the Salvation Army, of whose kindness 
he speaks most cordially, While in New 
York he was interviewed by tho reporters of 
all thy. louding--newspepers: 6.45. pte, 
on December 17, he got on board the train 
for Chicago where he landéd at S°a.m. on 
December 19. As he does not beg but trusts 
entirely to thé generosity’ of the people he 


meets, Mr Wirén had a hard experience 


more than once on his railway journoys in 
the States. Ho had nothing to eat’ all 
through this journey, and it was ‘not 
till 7 pm. on the doy he arrived 
at Chicago that he was taken in by 
a compatriot the Coroner of Porkopolis—-and 
dined. A hotel was econ found willing to 
accommodate him in consideration of * hon~ 
ourable mention’ in his writings, and both 
Scandinavians and Americans vied with each 
other in entertaining him during his stay of ten 
days. He was made an honorary member of 
the Press Club, and speake highly of his 
treatment the representative: of the 
press not only in Chiongo but in all the 
places he visited in America. While here 
he gave two lectures, They-were ’ woll 
attended, but the expenses surprised him 
and he realised from the two the handsome 
aum of 50 cants.. With this money “he 
bought a cup of Wa and four aandwiches on 
the train between Chicago ang.,St. Pant, 
Minneapolis which he reached on December

STEAMER SYDNEY.’ 
The_W.-C. Luily News of tho 15th inst, 
Bivos the following aovount of the collision. 
between ths M/M. steamer Sydroy and the 

Chinese vessel Kaichi:—

ram Kaichi ran into'the MM. Co.'s steamer

terday moruing. “-Ali Saturday ovight ‘the 
steamer’s own pumps were at work, and 
yesterday the Sydney's bow was high out of 
the water, though her forefoot was sub- 
merged, while the stern was in the water as 
far down ‘ag the mouldings, As soon os 
oasible she. will come up to-Shanghai and

In consequence’: of the accident, tho 
Sydney will be unable to leave with the 
homeward wail next Saturday, and: her 
place will be takem by the Saghalien which 
is due here from Japan on Thursday even- 
ing.

THE WILDS OF SUMATRA. ° 

Jnles Claina of thy French Geographical 
Society, Paris, is in Chicazo, Mr Claine 
has explored India and will go to the in- 
torior of Africa next March on a mission 
from the French Governmont. Ho has re~ 
cently been exploring the island of Sumatra.

The most in- 
toresting town in the Batak country is 
Birbaya, divided inte several ‘kamponga,’ 
separated. by bambco palisades, aud ruled 
by their respective. chiefs, The : howses, 
built on piles, are ‘of squared. timb
